Export cattlemen in the Blue Grass i 
section of Kentucky are facing aj 
money-losing proposition this year, i 
and thousands of dollars will be drop- 
ped by those handlers who have here- j 
toforc made good money, says the Mt. j 
Sterling Gazette. Last year the cattle- j 
men went,wild over the prices paid for 
exporters and as a result bought heavi- J 
ly of feeders weighing from 1.000 to | 
1,100 pounds and 'paid prices ranging | 
rfom 5 1-4 to 0 cents per pound, figures 
without reason or justification. These 
cattle were fed heavily throughout the 
winter on $3 per barrel corn an some 
even higher in priced. Hxport cattle 
in this market last year brought from 
6 to 7j cents per pound, and these 
prices, too. whtn the cattle ccst [when 
purchased only from 3i to 4£ cents. 
Buyers have been in this county with- 
in the past three weeks looking at the 
cattle, some of which have offered for 
sale at 6 to iih cents, but the buyers 
declined to ^buy and are waiting de- 
velopments. Should the price of ex- 
porters stay at fi to 6£ cents during the 
next few months on cattle for June, 
July and August delivery the handlers 
will lose heavily.
